IN READING of the lives of outstanding men and women, the biographer 
and essayist impresses us with the anxiety to show the best side, the 
most attiactive clements which went to make up the life portrayed. 
Every once in a while, however, there comes a writer who sees in his 
hero something else- a spiritual unselfishness that even his friends or 
closest kin failed to see. or to fathom, during lfe. I like to think of that 
! spiritual unselfishness in the terms of relinquishment of some of the 
dreams and ambitions that that life, at times, had stirring within it. All 
foregone for the glory of happiness of someone else. 
Few. if any, of our closest and most confidential friends ever know 
what we have given up that they might have just a little happier glow 
from life. But I would not place this relinquishment as a grave mark of 
sacrifice. He who gives most, and happiest, regrets not the gift! 
The arduous worker in the world's great mart may have little time 
to give to the pressing demands of ordinary friendship—yet by so silencing 
himself in his solitude, he may render to the world a richer heritage than 
any friendship. 
I often think of Thoreau, day after day. laboring at simple tasks in 
the fields, and about his humble hut, and then retiring to his desk where 
he wrote out the thrilling emotions of his heart, fresh from the earth- 
odor of the woods and meadows. He had few friends and almost no con­ 
tacts outside the world he most loved—yet to the wide world he gave his 
lovely and inspiring interpretations of nature’s heart. 
Only through relinquishment of many of our dearest desires are we 
placed upon a plane where an unclouded and unobstructed vision becomes 
oui' heritage. 
George E. Woodbury in his beautiful tribute to Wendell Phillips, 
speaks of the life that takes risks. ‘ The willingness,” he said, “to take 
risks is one gauge of faith. Rusk is a part of God s game, alike for men 
and nations.” 
We always take a risk when we give up. a dream, a plan, an adventure 
—but only in his heart can the man count the cost of a relinquishment 
that has rent his spirit, but put gold into the heart of another.
